The Honors and Ethics Symposium begins today to 
help students determine their ethics in a profession- 
al world. The symposium will last until Wednesday 
and will cover ethics in the fields of medicine, busi- 
ness, media and ethics in a post Cold-War arena. 

This year’s symposium will provide a forum of 
thought where students can learn how different pro- 
fessionals face moral and ethical decisions in many 
different fields, said Denise Barfuss, program direc- 
tor of the symposium. 

The purpose of the symposium is to give the stu- 
dents an idea of the ethical dilemmas they will face 
in their chosen professions. 

It will also to give students a chance to decide now 
on tae personal ethical and moral codes, Barfuss 
said. 

“We want the students to form a foundation of 
ethics they can employ in the future,” said Matthew 
Bassett, advertising director of the symposium.

The base purpose of the discussion is to raise the 
level of sensitivity to the moral and ethical problems 
in the media, especially during this presidential 
election year, Barney said. 

“The role of information is to empower the power- 
less,” Barney said. “In a moral society the free press 
should distribute the information equally. The 


media should make it theoretically impossible for 
anyone to maintain power over others through lack 
of information.” 

The media has moral obligations to be fair to the 
candidates, to keep the people informed and to be 
fair to the people, Barney said. 

The panel will discuss how the media makes the 
best of the conflict between moral obligations, 
Barney said. 

Another question the panel will discuss is the role 
of the media in the campaign process. Is the media 
obligated to initiate questions about the candidates 


- or to simply report what is said and act as a pipeline 


of information from the candidate to the people?

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China’s government chooses new leaders 


BEIJING — The Communist Party, holding what is likely to be its last 
congress under paramount leader Deng Xiaoping, approved a new, 
slightly younger group of leaders Sunday that excluded ranking hard- 
liners. 

The congress closed with a resolution praising Deng and endorsing his 
policy of adopting capitalist practices to preserve Communist rule. 

The Central Committee ratifies major policy decisions, and party lead- 
ers hope the new one will ensure a smooth transition after the death of 
Deng and other revolutionaries who have dominated the party for more 
than a decade. 

But previous efforts at arranging a succession have failed, and there is 
no guarantee it will work this time. Deng, 88, did not attend the con- 
gress, but was its dominant force. 

The state-run Xinhua News Agency said nearly half the committee 
members were new and 61 percent were below age 55, “evidence that the 
Communist Party of China is full of vigor and vitality and has a train of 
successors.” 


More damage found after Egypt quake 


CAIRO, Egypt — Last week’s earthquake caused greater damage to 
Egypt’s monuments than previously believed, including the rich store of 
phardonic relics at Luxor in southern Egypt, the country’s top antiqui- 
ties official said Sunday. 

Initial estimates placed the number of damaged monuments below 50, 
mainly to ancient Islamic sites in the Cairo area. But updated figures 
released Sunday showed damage to more than 150 ancient monuments 
throughout the country. 

Such attractions include the Valley of the Kings, the burial site of 
Tutankhamun and Queen Hatshepsut’s temple at Deir el-Bahri in the 
south from the 15th century B.C., said Ibrahim Bakr, chairman of 
Egypt’s Antiquities Organization. Other well-known tourist attractions 
that were cracked include the Oracle Temple at Siwa Oasis near Libya, 
Luxor Temple and Ramses II’s mortuary temple, he said.

Latter-day Saints believe that ‘God is no respecter of persons; But in 
every nation he that feareth him, and worketh righteousness, is accepted 
with him’ (Acts 10:34-35), All men and women are children of God. It is 
morally wrong for any person or group to deny anyone his or her inalien- 
able dignity on the tragic and abhorrent theory of racial or cultural supe- 
riority. 

“We call upon all people everywhere to recommit themselves to the 
time-honored ideals of tolerance and mutual respect. We sincerely 
believe that as weacknowledge one another with consideration and com- 
passion, we will discover that we can all peacefully coexist despite our 
deepest differences.” 


Hunting season begins with casualties 


SALT LAKE CITY — One hunter was shot to death and one died of 
natural causes on the opening weekend of the 1992 Utah deer hunt. The 
decaying remains of a person — long since dead — also were found. 

Two other hunters were injured Saturday, the day the season opened. 
One was hospitalized in critical condition after his horse rolled on top of 
him, and another man was shot in a hunting accident. 

Hunters found the body of Varlan Clark, 64, Lehi, near his off-road 
vehicle on West Mountain, north of Cedar Fort in Utah County. He died 
of a gunshot wound, and detectives are classifying it as an accidental 
shooting. They had no clues to who fired the shot however, said Lt. Ron 
Fernstedt, Utah County Sheriffs spokesman. 

A Utah Valley Regional Medical Center emergency room worker said a 
gunshot victim was treated there late Saturday afternoon. The man, a 
Provo resident, was admitted in stable condition. 

Iron County deputy sheriffs recovered the remains of a body in a re- 
mote area of the county Saturday night. Hunters apparently stumbled 
supon the bones believed to be there a long time.

BYU students of several majors 
can expect to take a required ethics 
course offered in their field of study 
at least once during their stay at 
the university. 

Departments such as Communi- 
cations, Political Science and 
Secondary Education, along with 
the College of Business, are now 
requiring all students to take 
ethics classes in hopes of better 
preparing them for the business 
world. 

“The first class I teach is like a 
cold shower for most students,” 
said Ralph Barney, professor of 
communications. “Everyone thinks 
they are ethical. They are shocked 
when I tell them they are not.” 

Barney said society in general is 
made up of “moral midgets” and is 
unaware of how unethical individu- 
als really are. 

Dennis Martin, associate profes- 
sor of communications, said the 
academic world of communications 
is experiencing a national move- 
ment in media ethics and most col- 
lege accredited programs must 
offer some type of ethics course in 
their curriculum. 

“We are beginning a threshold of 
new generations of media profes- 
sionals who will enter careers with 
a principled approach to making 
ethical decisions,” Martin said. 

“We as a department believe that 
students from BYU will be people 
with positions of power who set 
agendas and shape culture,” he

When the word “ethics” is men- 
tioned on a university campus, it is 
hard not to tag it to the area of aca- 
demics and sometimes the word 
“cheating” becomes associated 
with it. 

Thus, item two in the BYU Code 
of Honor states, “Be honest in all 
behavior. This includes not cheat- 
ing, plagiarizing, or knowingly giv- 
ing false information.” 

Much of the cheating at BYU is 
handled at the instructor’s level. 

The incident moves to higher lev- 
els if either the instructor or stu-

dent feels it is necessary. 

However, the public relations 
sequence of the BYU Communi- 
cations Department has their own 
method of dealing with cheating. 

On the first offense in a public 
relations class, the student fails 
the class — even if the student is 
not in the public relations 
sequence. 

On the second offense, the public 
relations student is expelled from 
the sequence. 

“We are strongly committed to 
ethical behavior in the public rela- 
tions profession and students felt 
that the commitment ought to be

expressed though policy and 
enforced,” said Laurie Wilson, 
assistant ‘professor of public rela- 
tions. 

Such a policy does not tolerate 
those who are caught being dishon- 
est because honesty is important in 
the public relations profession. 

Mark Fredrickson, a senior in 
public relations' and the president 
of the Bradley Agency, a student- 
run public relations firm, said, 
“Public relations professionals need 
to be honest to do effective work. 

“The public relations standard set 
by the students weeds out people 
who are not willing to follow that 
standard.” 

This cheating policy was created 
a couple of years ago with the sup- 
port of the students in the public 
relations sequence. 

Public relations sequence chair- 
man Brad Hainsworth said, “We 
were having many instances of stu- 
dents cheating.” 

Even though the ponies was not 
rampant, incidents of plagiarism 
and cheating on exams were being 
discovered or reported, and the 
sequence wanted to do more than 
what the university was doing, 
Hainsworth said. 

Elisa Whitehead, a senior in pub- 
lic relations and president of BYU’s 
chapter of Public Relation Student 
Society of America, said, “I think 
that the sequence’s rules on cheat- 
ing are definitely fair because, 
first, (cheating students) are not 
being fair to themselves and, sec- 
ond, it is not fair to students who 
work hard.” 

Wilson said she makes the policy 
clear in her classes. She also 
emphasizes it was a choice made by 
the students in 1990. 

“It’s not my policy, it’s the stu- 
dents’ policy, so students know it’s 
going to be enforced,” Wilson said. 

Some may wonder why the public 
relation sequence distinguishes 
itself in such a way. 

First, public relations, as 
Hainsworth teaches, is the man- 
agement of communications 
between the organization and its 
publics. 

The public relations professional 
is in a position of high trust, 
because he or she is mediator, mes- 
senger or liaison between the orga- 
nization and its publics.

KBYU makes 
film about 
Polynesians

KBYU has recently completed a 
documentary on the Polynesian 
islands filmed on location, in con- 
junction with an independent pro- 
duction company. The video, called 
“Islands of Love: People of Faith,” 


focuses on the cultures and the . 


growth of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints in 
Hawaii, Samoa, Tonga, Fiji, Tahiti 
and New Zealand. 

“I think the video showed the 
growth of the Church in the Pacific 
and showed the doctrines of the 
Church in relation to the 
Polynesian people,” said Al 
Harrington, who narrated the 
video. Harrington, a member of the 
LDS Church, played “Ben-K” in the 
former TV series “Hawaii Five-O.” 

“If we don’t record their culture, 
customs, their way of life now, they 
will be lost forever,” said Cheryl 
Karr of Seen-By-Scene Communi- 
cations, producer of the documen- 
tary. 

“IT think it’s good to study our- 
selves, especially as a church, to be 
able to learn from ourselves and to 
become a more worldwide church,” 
said Anthony Bagoyo, 21, a 
Japanese major from Honolulu, 
Hawaii. 

Karr’s original purpose of the film 
was to record the celebration of the 
100th anniversary of the Church in 
Tonga. “My main emphasis was 
that, because it has a special place 
in my heart, I wanted to record the 
centennial,” she said. The video 
was first filmed during the centen- 
nial, then a second trip was taken 
to film on several islands through- 
out Polynesia. 

The video features an interview 
with Princess Fusipala of Tonga, a 
recent convert to the Church, and 
General Authorities Gordon B. 
Hinckley, Russell M. Nelson and 
John H. Groberg. 

Karr, who grew up in Tonga, said 
she was surprised upon returning 
to see many changes in the culture. 
“Really the only way to record (the 
culture) is to put it on film. One of 
my objectives was to preserve 
that,” she said. 

“J think (the film) will open up a 
lot about who we are as a 
Polynesian people,” Harrington 
said. “The film gave us a picture of 
what the culture was.

BYU entrusted with dinosaur skin fossils

The U.S. Bureau of Land 
Management has asked the BYU 
Earth Science Museum to collect 
and prepare some extremely rare 
fossils found this month in the 
Book Cliffs of eastern Utah. The 
fossils — made by dinosaur skin — 
were discovered by two university 
students from Southern California. 

Fewer than 10 skin fossil finds 
have been documented worldwide, 
said Wade Miller, BYU professor of 
geology and director of the muse- 
um. “There’s just very little of it 
known. 

“It tells us a little more about 
what dinosaurs look like,” Miller 
said. 

Current drawings of dinosaurs 
may not accurately depict skin. “In 
those pictures, we’re just guessing,” 
Miller said. 

Skin usually deteriorates too fast 
to form a fossil, he said, but in this 
case it appears either the dinosaur 
fell into water at the time of death 
(possibly while getting a drink) or 
that the area where the dinosaur 
died was flooded shortly thereafter. 
A pane. surrounded the carcass 

ickly, helping to preserve the 
skin. 

The material in which the 
imprint was made is very fine- 
grain sand, Miller said. “The area 
was probably close to a shoreline.” 

The dinosaur, probably a herbi- 
vore, lived during the late 
Cretaceous Period, meaning the 
fossils are about 75 million years 
old, Miller said. “That was the last 
period of dinosaurs.” 

Researchers should be able to tell 
what kind of dinosaur made the 
fossils once its skeleton is 
unearthed, Miller said. But prelim- 
inary examination of the skin indi- 
cates it might be a Duckhbill 
dinosaur, Miller said. 

Miller said there is a chance that 
enough skin fossil could be found to

show differences in the skin accord- 
ing to the area of the body. Only a 
couple of the previous finds have 
done so. 

The fossils appear to be of skin 
from both sides of the dinosaur — 
the one with the weight on it and 
the one on top as the animal lay on 
its side, Miller said. 

As the flesh deteriorated, nothing 
replaced it on the underneath side 


Second earthquake hits 
Columbia; volcano erupts

BOGOTA, Colombia — The sec- 
ond severe earthquake in two days 
struck Colombia on Sunday, this 
time rocking the entire country, 
and a volcano erupted in the north- 
west. At least 10 people were killed 
and scores were wounded, accord- 
ing to news reports. 

Caracol radio quoted authorities 
as saying that about 30 people 
were seriously wounded and many 
more were missing after the vol- 
cano blew near the town of San 
Pedro de Uraba, 124 miles north- 
west of Medellin. 

The temblor hit at 9:15 a.m. and 
lasted about two minutes. It regis- 
tered above 7 on the Richter scale, 
said Hans Meyer, director of the 
Seismic Institute in the southern 
city of Cali. 

Preliminary findings put the epi- 
center at about 185 miles north- 
west of Bogota, almost the same 
spot as Saturday’s earthquake, 
which measured 6.6 on the Richter 
scale. 

Then came the volcano. Few 
details of the deaths and damage 
were immediately available. The 
head nurse at the hospital of San 
Pedro de Uraba, Javier Diaz, told 
Caracol radio that 16 people are 
being treated for first-degree 
burns and nine for second-degree 
burns. 

The earthquake caused panic 
across Colombia. In Bogota, the 


Clinton has 
Bush’s ’88 lead

YPSILANTI, Mich. — When 
President Bush takes a look at the 
electoral map these days, he knows 
exactly how Bill Clinton feels. 

With little more than two weeks 
until Election Day, Clinton has an 
overwhelming lead in state-by- 
state polls, particularly in major 
states, and could win in a landslide 
if the election were held today. 

The Democrat’s electoral edge is a 
virtual mirror image of the huge 
advantage Bush enjoyed at this 
point of the campaign four years 
ago — and Bush went on to win 40 
states and 426 of a possible 538 
Electoral College votes. 

Analysts in both parties caution 
that things could change in 15 
days, with a final debate Monday 
night, but acknowledge Clinton is 
poised for a definitive victory. 

“Bush has not been able to change 
the subject and get this election 
decided on something other than 
the economy,” said Republican 
strategist John Sears. “Right now, 
people are answering ‘No’ to the 
question, ‘Do you want four more 
years of George Bush?’ and that is 
reflected in Clinton’s lead in all 
these states.” 

“Something big has got to happen 
for Bush to turn this thing around 
and I’m not sure how Bush makes 
it happen,” said Democratic poll- 
ster Geoffrey Garin.

Aftershocks, registering up to 4 
points on the Richter scale, were 
still rippling through the country 
hours later. 

The quake was felt from the north 
Caribbean Coast south to the 
Amazon River, according to RCN 
radio. 

One child died in the northwest- 
ern village of Vigia del Fuerte, 100 
miles from Medellin, and other 
children were injured, according ‘to 
news reports citing the national 
Red Cross. In the southern city of 
Pereira, a mother died of a heart 
attack following the quake, accord- 
ing to radio reports. 

Two people were injured in 
Puerto Tejada, outside the south- 
ern city of Cali, when a lamppost 
fell on them, the Red Cross said.

“What I hate the most (about 
Kaliszewski’s death), other than 
losing a friend, was that Marek 
represented a new direction for the 
university,” said Paul Cox, a BYU 
associate botany professor. Cox 
said the new direction was toward 
detailed research. 

“He was a champion of research 
.. regardless of whatever else he 
did, you could always count on him 
to do that,” said Duke Rogers, 
Kaliszewski’s racquetball partner 
and an assistant zoology professor 
who arrived at BYU at the same 
time as Kaliszewski. 

“T think the greatest tribute to 
him would be to not give up,” Cox 
said. “So many people see limita- 
tions at this university. Marek saw 
only promise.” 

Kaliszewski was a 38-year-old 
zoologist from Poland who special- 
ized in systematic acarology. 
Systematic acarology is the study 
of the origin, extinction, history 
and pattern of life of mites and 
ticks. 

Jack W. Sites Jr., a BYU zoology 
associate professor who worked 
with Kaliszewski in obtaining sev- 
eral grants for research, said 
Kaliszewski was working on four 
projects before his death. 
Kaliszewski’s colleagues said these 
projects received worldwide atten- 
tion. 

Several of Kaliszewski’s associ- 
ates and students said Kaliszewski 
was encouraging and motivating. 

Seifu Seyoum, a doctorate-level 
associate who worked closely with 
Kaliszewski, said, “He had an 
incredible capacity to encourage
